DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The rejections set forth previously under this section were reversed by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 8-20, 22-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. First, see the BPAI decision mailed 22 December 2009, which reversed all previous 
rejections. 

5. Second, after appeal the Examiner located a new reference to Rook (US 4,856,976). 
Applicants accepted a suggested amendment (see Applicant's reply on 1 1 January 2010 and the 
13 January 2010 Interview Summary) which obviates any new rejection over Rook. Rook does 
not teach or fairly suggest the subject matter of amended Claim 1 or Claim 24. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
